SANK AND DIED. 


Through the smoke another figure was 


seen on the fire escape on the iifth floor. 
The victim sank to the escape and died. 


On the other side of the building lay 


three bodies, Mrs. Solomon and her sons, 
Isaac and Jacob. They had been over- 
come there by the flames. The other 
members of the Solomon ; family were 
seen to look from the windows and then 
fall back into the burning building. The 
elder Solomon, the husband and father, 
•was one of those rescued by Patrolman

BURNED TO DEATH. 


NEW YORK, March 14.—At least a. 


score of persons were burned to death, 
several were so1 badly nitre that they 
may die, and forty others are slightly 
hurt, in a. fire that destroyed a five 
story tenement house in Allen street 
early today. 


The flre had gained great headway 


before it became known to most of the 
tenants, and many of them were cut 
off before they could make an attempt 
to save themselves. 


Thrilling rescues and daring leaps 


for life marked the fire. Many'persons 
were carried from thd-biazing building. 
Firemen climbed the walls on scaling 
ladders, braved the flames and reached 
the imperilled tenants. Of the bodies 
thus far recovered, only the follow- 
ing have been identified^ 


THE DEAD. 


RACHAEL SOLOMON, aged 45. 
JACOB SOLOMON, aged 16. 
ISAAC SOLOMN,, aged 18. 
JESSIE COHEN, aged 15. 
ROSE WEINER, aged 23. 
SANDER WEINER, aged 4, 
IDA MUSKOWITZ, aged 10- 
HARRY KAUFMAN, aged 10. 
ROSE MILLER, aged 4. 
MORRIS MILLER, aged 5 months. 


ON FIRE ESCAPES. 


Crowded fire escapes in the rear of 
the tenement building was laregly re- 
sponsible for so many deaths and in- 
juries among its population who ap- 
proached 200 souls. 


The scenes about the building after 
the fire and when the search for t'.ie 
dead was begun were heartrending-. 
Nothing so pitiful 9fsuch proportions 
has been seen in New York City since 
the Slocum disaster, in which a thou- 
sand persons, nearly all of. them wo- 
men and children, lost their lives. 


START OF FIRE. 


The flre started in the basement oc- 


cupied by Isaac Davis, his wife and 
three children. 
Davis had been out 
last night and returned home early 
this .morning, went into his store on 
the same floor just in time to see a 
kerosene lamp in the rear explode. He 
awoke his wife and both tried to put 
out -the flaming lamp, bnt without suc- 
cess, and then gave all taeir attention 
to getting heir children out of the 
burn-ngf'1 building. A policeman .who 
heara the cry of alarm .rushed to the 
scene, and every effort was made to 
arouse the sleeping persons 
in the 


house. 


FLAMES SPREAD. 


In the meantime 
the flames had 
spread with startling rapidity, and 
when the persons who had been asleep 
on the upper floors awoke, they found 
themselves confronted by a wall of 
flames on every side. The panic strick- 
en people fighting for their lives rush- 
ed to the fire escapes only to find them 
littered 
wi;h 
rubbish 
of 
all 
de- 


scriptions 
and 
almost 
impassable. 


Down through these cluttered narrow 
passageways flowed a 'stream of hu- 
manity. 


ROASTED TO DEATH. 


. On some of the escapes the rubbish 
was so closely packed thai it became 
impossible to pass certain points and 
men, women and children stood, liter- 
ally roasting to death as' the flames 
roared through windows around. One 
of the escapes, which ended near the 
roof of a shed about twenty feet above 
the ground, had been manned by Po- 
liceman John D. Dwan, who ahd run 
a plank across to the window of an 
adjoining building. Nearly a dozen per- 
sons had been carried across this nar- 
row Tjridge by the policeman when th'o 


flames began to sweep around the low- 
er end of the fire escape. 


BRAVE OFFICER. 


Rushing into the fire the policeman 


seized a little child and started on the 
last return trip across to the place of 
safety. 


He had made only one-half the dis- 


tance when the plank, burned more 
than half through, -broke where it rest- 
ed on the fire escape and the rescuer 
and rescued fell to the stone paved 
yard twenty feet below. 


The man struck fairly on his back 


and one of his shoulders was shatter- 
ed ly the force of the fall. The child 
was uninjured. 


SAVING PEOPLE. 


In the meantime the firemen had run 


up ladders at other points around the 
building and dozens of people were be- 
ing taken from the crowded fire escapes 
and upper windows. 
By this time the 


building was a furnace and the rescues 
were effected in many cases only after 
the greatest show of bravery on the part 
of the firemen. 


HEROES PRESENT. 


Heroes developed at this time. Lieu- 


tenant Eonner, son of a former fire chief, 
ascended the red-hot fire, escape 
five 


times. Four times he came down with 
a woman or a child in his arms. The 
fifth time he was making for the street 
with an unconscious woman when his 
strength gave out. 
He staggered and 


would have fallen to death .had not a 
comrade come to his assistance. 


BRAVE 
MAN. 


As Bonner reached a fourth-story win- 


dow on one of his ascents, and, dragged 
a little girt from a window where she 
stood surrounded by flames, she pleaded 
with him to let her escape and go in 
after her little brother, whom she Had 


I carried to the window. 
Ke .had fallen 


I unconscious and was roasting, she said. 


I Bonner jumped through the window, and 
it seemed to those below as if he was 
going Into a furnace. He found the lit- 


1 tie boy just inside the window and car- 
ried him. out. 


Fireman Hannigan repeated Bonner's 
feat on the floor below, rescuing Miss 
Fannie G. Insberg. 


WOMAN ABLAZE. 


A woman, her night dress blazing, was 
seen to crawl out of a window and start 
down the fire escape from the top floor. 
The hot Iron blistered her feet and burnt 
deep into her flesh, but she continued on. 
The scaling ladders were run. up close 
to the escape and a fireman had almost 
reached her, when a belch of flames 
covered her lik'e a wave and bore her 
down. 
She fell back and died la. sight 


of the horror-stricken crowd. 


FEARED TO JUMP. 


The position of those who had taken 


refuge in the rubbish-choked fire escapes 
became more and more desperate even' 
minute. They feared to jump, .-and they 
could not wait -until the scaling ladders 
reached them, so intense was the heat. 
Now and then one would jump to the

IN THE HOSPITAL.

It 
was about 10 o'clock on the morning 
of November 10, 1904, shortly after be 
had been arrested s for shooting at 
Policeman Hendrickson. After, look- 
ing at him I asked him his name and- 
he told me that it was Fred. West. 1 
left him for a few minutes and went 
and looked, at some records.and then' 
came back and said, 'Isn't your name 
David Kiniry?' -He said, 'you're mis- 
taken.' He did not say anything more 
for some time and closed 
his eyes: 


After a time,, however, he spoke up 
and said', 'So it's David Kiniry you 
take me for is it! Well, have it any 
way you want.* 


FEARED ARREST. 


"I then flaked him w.ny he shot.at 


Policeman Hendrickson when he at- 
tempted to. arrest him" and he said, 'J, 
knew; that if I was arrested'"that-1 
might be identified- as Kiniry and, then 
hav* to:go to Oakland and stand trial 
for'the'-killing of Policeman - Smith.' 
He,told me that he and Joe Goldstein 
were out to do a job on the night* of 
November Sllh, 1903 and that they ran 
Into a policeman "and that ^ Gold»Uin 


shot him."

Detailed Report of Opera- 


tions fit Right 


Army, ; 


' TOKTO, arch • 14.—Army headquarters 
today published a detailed report of the 
operations of the Japanese 'right army 
against Pushun from February 19, be- 
ginning with the preliminary operations 
preceding'the capture of Tslnkhetchen 
and ending with the -capture of 
the 


heights north of Fushun. 
The defending Russians consisted of 


the Sixth East . Siberian rifle division, 
the Seventy-first Reserve Infantry divis- 
ion, the Sixth and Seventh Regiments of 
the Second division, the Tenth, Eleventh 
and Twelfth Regiments of the Third di- 
vision, the 
One Hundred and Forty- 
sixth Regiment of the Thirty-seventh di- 
vision, the Eighty-fifth Regiment of the 
Twenty-second division and Lieutenant- 
General Rennenkampff's cavalry. 


The report estimates the Russian losses 


to have been over 20,000, as against 3,800 
lost by the Japanese. 
The Russians flrmly. contested Tsin- 


khetchen, and they were favored by a 
snowstorm, the breaking of the ice in 
the river, the steepness of the country 
and their defenses. 


Da Pass was captured without serious 


resistance, the -Russians falling back to 
the Marichuntan Tieta line, .where they 
blocked the 
Japanese for 
nine days. 


While holding this line the Russians re- 
ceived heavy reinforcements. 
' 
The Japanese on advancing' to attack 


Fushun reached the. Hun rlver'March 10, 
and found that the ice in the middle of 
the river had melted. This Interfered 
with the operations and delayed the at- 
tack. 
Finally, with great difficulty and 


in the face of much danger, a. crosstag 
of the river was effected, and the Japan- 
ese drove the Russians from fheir works 
on the northern heights. 


After the loss- of Da Pass the. retiring 


Russians burned all the villages, thus de- 
priving the Japanese of shelter during 
bitterly cold weather.

OF FOUR MEN 


IN FIERCE STORM. 


Two Are Injured in Thrilling Battle 


With Death on Water. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 14.—Four 


San Franciscans who for hours had 
fought -with death in a storm off the 
treacherous Mendocino coast and who 
had been given up for lost by rela- 
tives and toends, returned home this 
morning thankful tha.t they are still 
alive. 
The four men 
were

Service; Paul 33. Squire, a druggist, 
employed at the Leipmtz drug store, 


k and Julius Serges of the wholesale li- 
quor firm of Bergez & Domenlcon. 
Sharing- the same peril were the cap- 
tains and crews of the tugs Henrietta 
and U. S. Grant of the Paladmi fish- 
ing fleet 


During the t-hrilling experience two 
men were injured. 
Schneider, 
who 
took a turn at Che wheel on the Hen- 
rietta, was hurled against the pilot- 
house by a huge wave and sustained 
painful bruises and a broken rib and 
the fireman of the Grant had an arm 
broken. The Grant had a mast snap- 
ped off in the gale, tajigled gearing 
caught in her propeller, and she now 
lies in Drake's Bay awaiting repairs. 
The Henrietta was uninjured. 
The party of four who went out to 
the fishing banks for a good time 
were away about fifty-three hours.

TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE. 


Emil Schneider, who pluckily went 


back to his work in the branch of the 
Marine 
Hospital in the Appraiser's 


buHding after he had communicated 
with his relatives, tells a dramatic 
story of the trip 
Here is his narra- 
tive, told in the way of a man who can 
face a crisis without losing his nerve 


"We started out Sunday morning at 


. 4 o'clock on the fiihmg tug Henrietta. 


The weather was fine, and we stayed 
on deck enjoying ourselves until we 
reached 
the 
fishing banks twenty 


miles north of Point Reyes. 
At 7 30 


o'clock in the morning, after the nets 
were out, the storm came up 
Soon 


It grew so fierce that the boss fisher- 
men ordered that the nets be pulled 
up. For a while it was feared that 
they would have to be cut loose, but 
we persevered and finally got them In. 
It was a tough iob. The haul of fish 
was a good one, but something else 
demanded our attention just then. The 
waves were running as high as the 
Spreckels' Building. We tried to keep 
in deep water, but It was too rough. 
Then we made for Drake's Bay. Be- 
tween wind and wave we were in a 
bad way. I thought it was all off 
v-ith us. 
Even the captain had no 


hope. I helped out at the wheel. A 
big wave hurled me against the pilot- 
house and gave me n bu=rted rib. 


MAST BROKEN. 


"When we got to the bar It was 


>reaking low and was worse than the 
lea. Captain Nelson wanted to make 


for deep water again, but the bosfl 
fisherman insisted on keeping the tug 
headed for the bay. Behind was the 
fishing tug U. S. Grant which trolls 
with the Henrietta. 
The Grant was 


struck by a heavy sea that snapped her 
stern mast, cleaned her decks, swept 
away the life boats filled her engine 
rooms with water and put out the fires. 
Toe gearing got tangled 
In the pro- 


peller and the tug was helpless 
Some 


time during this trouble the fireman of 
the Grant got his arm broken. 


"We stood by the Grant. She drifted 


along, and after much difficulty both 
tugs got across 
the 
bar 
and Into 


Drake's bay. It was two o'clock Sun- 
day afternoon when we got there. It 
was too rough to launch one ' of our 
boats, and there we lay all night and 
until yesterday afternoon 
Then four 


of us, drenched and weary, got ashore 
in a skiff.

Seven Years in San 


Quentin Prison for 


Rev. Isaac Selby, 


Judge Lawlor Declares Min- 


ister Was Sane When He 


Shot at Judge Hebhard. 


SAN FRANCISCO. March 14.— Rev. 


Isaac S«lby, whose bullet missed Judge 
Hebbard's brain by a fraction of an 
loch, received his deserts this morning 
from .Superior Judge Lawlor, who sen- 
tenced him to spend seven years In San 
Quentin. 


Palpably nervous, but striving hard 


to appear calm and collected, Selby 
arose this morning when he was asked 
whether he had any reason why sen- 
tence should not be passed on him, and 
said: 


"Tour Honor. I move for a new trial 
on the ground that I have new evidence 
to submit which I could not have ob- 
tained at my previous trial. Also be- 
cause I was denied my legal right to 
defend myself and to testify on the 
stand in person. The witnesses whom 
I wished to testify were not called and 
many were called whom I did not wish 
to testify. Besides these points testi- 
mony was Introduced which was based 
chiefly on opinion, and If I had had my 
way my trial would have been conduct- 
ed Purely on a basis of fact. 


the Jury. It Is the belief of the Coart 
that the mind of the defendant Is disor- 
dered and that he has an Inordinate Ide* 
or his own importance, and If this esti- 
mate Is not cra.nt.-d by the public he at 
once becomes disgruntled. This statement 
does not necessarily mean that the de- 
fendant Is Insane, but that he merely has 
a disordered mind. 
Also the divoree.1

The valedictory of Senator Thomas Kearns of Utah, in which he 


excoriated the Mormon hierachy, created something of a sensation 
throughout the country, but it does not appear to be thought much of 
by the Gentile element m Utah.

' churched'' out of the seat in the Senate, which Judge C. C. Goodwin, 
formerly editor of the Salt Lake Tribune, openly charges, wa's bought 
for him from the head of the Mormon church. In Goodwin's Weekly, 
Judge Goodwin caustically reviews Kearns' speech, giving the follow- 
ing history of the election of Kearns to the Senate:

WASHINGTON, 
March 14.—Owing 


to the failure of Congress at the ses- 
sion just closed to grant the request of 
the Navy Department for an appror 
priation of a small sum • of money to 
complete the two trainng ships now 
under construction at Boston and Mare 
Island navy yards, the department has 
been obliged to stop work entirely on 
the Cumberland at the Boston yard, 
and to consider the necessity pf taking 
similar action in the case of .the In- 
trepid at the Mare Island yard. ..The 
total appropriation' for these ships was 
$320,000 in each case, but it became 
apparent during the past winter that 
more money would be required because 
of a generally greater cost of material 
and work. Therefore a deficiency esti- 
mate was submitted, which Congress 
probably by an oversight neglected to 
grant. 
The vessels are said to be 


needed badly for the training of mid- 
shipmen and apprentices.

to High SherifC Henry, and declared that 
the Coroner's jury wanted to state In the 
verdict tfiat Miss Berner -was exonerated 
.•from suspicion, but the jurors were pre- 
vented from talcing such action on the 
grouad that it was not tho proper time 
for the expression of such opinion. 


This statement by President Jordan is 
regarded by certain people connected 
Trtth the case as a confirmation of the 
' reports that the police exerted an Influ- 
ence In tho dictation of tho verdict, 
' In the absence of further discoveries 
rthe cose of tho death of Mrs. Stanford is 
^resolving itself into a scientific contro- 
versy between chemists as well as be- 
tween physicians.

Commerce Students, 


BERKELEY, 
March 
14.—"The 


Proper Sphere of Insurance Legisla- 
tion" was the subject of a lectura de- 
livered before the College oj Com- 
merce yesterday afternoon 
by 
Mr. 


Herbert Folger, a member of the Ju- 
diciary committee of the Board of Vln 
Underwriters. 
Mr. Folger stated that the Board of 
Fire Underwriters count it a privilege 
to thus come in contact with college 
men 
"Hitherto," said he, "our In- 
surance men have been drawn 
from 
the High Schools nearly 
altogether 
and we hope \tlie time has come when 
the more completely equipped college 
man will begin to flnd his way into 
our ranks ' 


Mi. Folger devoted most of his re- 
marks to the laws affecting insurance 
companies He said in part "The 
laws relating to State corporations 
are of necessity very elaborate. Amer- 
ican law in respect to insurance offers 
a marked contrast to those in foreign 
countries inasmuch as it requires cap- 
ital to be paid up 
"In the old days when corporations 
were 
not under such strict supervi- 
sion as at present failures of insur- 
ance companies were frequent 
When 
this occuried t < o kinds of creditors 
appeared, those jvho had lost by con- 
flagrations and those who held un- 
explred policies in the company. 
To 
meet the demands of 
these 
latter 
creditors the law now requires the 
maintenance of an unearned premium 
reserve, a very importarit feature In 
insurance. 
In a few States it Is re- 


quired that a deposit be made by an 
insurance corporation upon entering 
a State 


"The 
effect of New York's foreign 


corporation law is to place foreign 
companies or the same footing as 
home corporations. Oregon provides 
that deposits be made for the benefit 
onlv of Oregon policy holders 


,' A most unfortunate fact," said Mr. 
Folger, "that policies are seldom read. 
A man will merely'glance at his con- 
tract to see that the amount is cor- 
rectly stated and oftentimes doi'3 not 
even know the name of the company 
he is insured with 
It is also -ivf-Il to 
bear in mind that pooling of interests 
is not possible for insurance com- 
panies 
The profits of ttvo compar.fps 


differ in the same field Sagacity and 
training are the things which count 
for most in an insurance man's equip- 
ment " 


In conclusion Mr Folger said- "The 


proper sphere of 
insurance legisla- 
tion is to assure absolute security to 
policy holders and keep the company 
from having to pay excessive or un- 
usual losses "

Czar's Forces Out=Number Japanese 


3 to 1, But Brown Men 


Slay Thousands. 


JAPANESE LE^T ARMIES, Wednes- 


day, 
March S- (via Yinkow, March 13.)— 


Delayed in transmission.—From 
noon 


until dark yesterday the' left column of 
General Ok'u"s army, fought a desperate 
fight near - Llkampu, seven miles north 
of the River Hun and five miles'west ot 
the railway. 
.The Russian 
force out- 
numbered the Japanese .three to one. 'The 
Russians, who had been heavily rein-, 
forced from the south', rushed out of 
their trenches to meet the advancing 
Japanese, and.a fierce hand-to-hand fight 
ensued, the soldiers- using- thoir bayonets- 
and the officers their swords. The Rus- 
sian casualties .wore over 10,QUO killed 
and wounded and the Japanese a little 
over 3,000. 
The Russian dead were left 
on the field in- heaps, among them many 
staff- officers. 
Last night part of the 
extreme Left Army reached the railway' 
between Mukden and Tie Pass,. destroy- 
ing it thereby preventing the trains frqm 
running north. -.The Russians.are to-day 
retiring'In. large bodies .along the main 
highway. 
Believing that there is fully 
one Japanese division across the' rail- 
way a large force is now holding the 
main road to-cut the Russian retreat. 
It 
was fortunate that more of the Left 
Army was across the railway last night, 
as. It probably changed the outcome of 
the battle.

WOUNDED LEFT.. 


Without the railway they cannot re- 
move their wounded, 
nor their heavy 
guns which- will probably "'fall Into the 
hands of the Japanese.. 'The - Russians 
In the center near the - railway, - began 
retiring-at midnight. The Japanese pur- 
suing briskly captured a. .few heavy guns, 
and machine guns. . The right wing .of 
General Oku's army, is to-day attacking 
Sujatun station ten miles south of-Muk- 
den. . The station is at 'the junction of 
the projected I-IsInmlntun railway. 
The 
station is *ell fortified with heavy works, 
which were stubbornly defended. It was 
the center of operations -against 
the 
villages north .of the west, angle of the 
railway line, where the Russians 
have 
strong works which were gallantly- de- 
fended. 
The Japanese at noon (occupied 
the villages on the main highway five 
miles south of Mukden, continuing their 
pursuit of the Russians who hastily re- 
tired • towards the north! .-Large bodies 
of Russians have been moving steadily 


from Mukden northwest along the high- 
way.

CHASING RUSSIANS. . 


The battle south of Mukden to-day 
became almost a pursuit the center fol- 
lowing in retreat, the wings holdin'g the 
line giving (he extreme left time to 
firmly 'establish its positions astride the 
railway. 
Everything now depends upon 
the strength o£ this force and its ability 
to hold.the railway,- and to throw the 
retreating columns out on the .roads, 
where the badly organized Russian trans- 
port column will probably break'down.

PRESIDENTS SPEECH. 


President Roosevelt 
spoke as fol- 


lows: 
'In our moderrr times industrial civ- 


ilization there are many and grave 
dangers to counterbalance the splen- 
dors and the triumphs. It is not a good 
thing to see cities grow at dispropor- 
tionate speed relatively to the coun- 
try; for the small land owners, the 
men who own their little homes, and 
therefore to a very large extent the 
men who will till the farms, the men 
of the soil, have hitherto made the 
foundation of lasting national life In 
every State; and. if the foundation be- 
comes either too weak or too narrow, 
the superstructure, no matter how at- 
tractive, is in imminent danger of fall- 
ins. 


THE FAMILY. 


"But far more important than the 


question of the occupation of oar cit- 
izens is the question of how their fam- 
ily life is conducted. No matter what 
that occupation may be, as long as 
there is a real home and as long as 
those who make up that nome do their 
duty to one another, to their neighbors 
and to the State, it is of minor con- 
sequence whether the man's trade Is 
plied in the country or the city, wheth- 
er it calls for the work of the hands' 
or for the work of the head. 


"But the Nation is in a bad way if 


there is n"o real home, if the family is 
not of the right kind; if the man is 
not a good husband and father, if he 
is brutal or cowardly or selfish, if the 
woman has lost her sense ot duty, if 
she is sunk in vapid self-indulgence or 
has let her nature be twisted so that 
she prefers a sterile pseudo-intellect- 
uality to that great and beautiful de- 
velopment of character which comes 
only to those whose lives' know the 
fullness of duty done, of effort made 
and self-sacrifice undergone. 
"In the last analysis the welfare of 


the State depends 
absolutely 
upon 


whether or not the average family, the 
average man and woman and their 
children, represent the kind of citizen- 
ship fit for the .foundation of a great 
nation; and if we fail to appreciate 
this we fail to appreciate the root mo- 
rality upon which all healthy civili- 
zation is based. 


WEALTH. 


"No pilcd-up wealth, no splendor of 
material growth, no brilliance of artis- 
tic development, will permanently avail 
any people unless 
its 
home life is 


healthy, unless the average man pos- 
sesses 
honesty, 
courage, 
common 


sense, and decency, unless he works 
hard and is willing at need to fight 
hard; and unless the average woman Is 
a good wife, a good mother, able and 
•willing to perform the first and great- 
est duty of womanhood, able and will- 
ing to bear, and to bring up as they 
should be brought up, healthy child- 
ren, sound in body, mind, and charac- 
ter, and numerous enough sr» that the 
race shall increase and not decrease. 


"There are certain old truths which 


•will be true as long as this world en- 
dures, and which no amount of pro- 
gress can alter. One of these is the 
truth that tue primary duty of the hus- 
band is to -be the home maker, the 
bread-winner for his wife and children, 
and that the primary dnty of the wo- 
man is to be the helpmeet, the house-

wife, and mother. The woman should 
have ample educational advantages; 
but save in exceptional cases the man 
must be, and she need not be, and 
generally ought not to be, trained for 
a lifelong career as the family bread- 
winner; and, therefore, after a cer- 
tain point the training of the two must 
normally be different because the duties 
of the two are normally different. This 
does not mean inequality of function, 
but it does mean that normally there 
must be dissimilarity of function. On 
the whole, I think the duty of the wo- 
man the more important, the more dif- 
ficult, and the more honorable of the 
two; 
on the whole I respect the wo- 


man who floes her duty even more than 
I respect the man who does. 


ORDINARY WORK. 


"No ordinary work done by a man is 


either as hard or as responsible as tlie 
work of a woman who is bringing up 
a family of small children; for upon 
her time and strength demands are 
made not only every hour of the day 
but often every hour of the night She 
may have to get up night after niglit 
to take care of a sick child, and yet 
must by day continue to do all her 
househould duties as well; and if the 
family means are scant she must us- 
ua.lly enjoy even her rare holidays 
taking her whole brood of children 
with ;ier. The birth pangs make all 
men the debtors of women. 
A<bove all 


our sympathy and regard are due to 
the struggling wives among those whom 
Abraham Lincoln called the plain peo- 
ple, and whom he so loved and trusted; 
for the lives of these women are often 
led on the lonely heights of quiet, self- 
sacrificing heroism. 


HAPPY TASK. 


"Just as the happiest and most hon- 


orable and most useful task that can 
he set any man is to earn enough for 
the support of his wife and family, for 
the bringing up and starting in lite of 
his children, so the most important, 
the most honorable and desirable task 
which can be set any woman is to be 
a good and wise mother in a home 
marked 
by self-respect 
and mutual 


forbearance, by willingness to perform 
duty, and .by refusal to sink into self- 
indulgence or avoid that which entails 
effort and self-sacrifice. 
Of course 


there are exceptional men and excep- 
tional women who can do and ought to 
do much more than this, who can lead 
and ought to lead great careers of out-, 
side usefulness in addition to—not -as 
substitutes for—their home work; but 
I am not speaking ot exceptions; I 
am speaking of the primary duties, I 
am speaking of the average citizens, 
the average men and women who make 
up the Nation. 


EASY LIFE. 


"Inasmuch as I am. speaking to an 


assemblage of mothers I shall have 
nothing whatever to say in praise of 


] an easy life. Tours is the work which 
j is never ended. 
No mother has 
an 
easy time, and most mothers have very 
hard times; and yet what true mother 


I would barter her experience of joy and 
' sorrow in exchange for a life of cold 
selfishness, "which insists upon per- 
petual amusement and the avoidance 
of care, and, which often finds its flt 
dwelling place in some flat designed to 
furnish with the least possible expend- 
iture of effort the maximum of comEort 
and of luxury, but in which there Is 
literally no place for children? 


"The woman who is a good wife, a 


good mother, is entitled to our respect 
as is no one else; but she is entitled 
to it only because, and so long as, she 
ia worthy of it. Effort and self-sacri- 
fice are the la-w of worthy life for the 
man as for the woman; though neither 
the effort nor the self-sacrifice may be 
the same for the one as for one other. 
I do not in the least beHev,e in the pa- 
tient Griselda type of woman, in the 
woman who submits to gross and long 
continued ill treatment, any more than 
1 believe in a man who tamely sub- 
mits to wrongful aggression. No wrong- 
doing is so abhorrent as wrongdoing 
by a. man towards the wife and chil- 
dren who should arouse every tender 
feeling in his nature. 
Selfishness to- 


wards them, lack of tenderness 
to- 


wards them, lack of consideration for 
them, above all, brutality in any form 
towards them, should arouse the heart- 
iest scorn and indignation in every up- 
right soul. 


SELF RESPECT. 


"I believe in the woman's keeping her 


self-respect just as I believe in the 
•man's doing so. I believe in her rights 
Just as much as I believe in the man's, 
and indeed a little more; and I regard 
marriage as a partnership, 
in which 
each partner is In honor bound to think 
of the rights of the other as well as 
of his or her own. But I think that 
the duties are even more 
important 


than the rights; and In the long run I 
think that the reward Is ampler 
nu<3 


greater for duty well done, than for the 
insistence upon individual rights, nec- 
essary though this, too. must often be. 
Your duty is hard, your responsibility 
great; but greatest of all is your re- 
ward. I d« not pity you In the least. 
On the contrary, I feel respect and ad- 
miration for you. 


WOMAN'S KEEPING. 


"Into the woman's keeping Is cojn- 


mittecl the destiny of the generations to 
come after us. 
In bringing up you- 


children you mothers must 'remember 
that while it is essential to be Itn-ing 
and teiider it Is no less essential to be 
wise and firm. Foolishness ana affec- 
tion must not be treated 
as Inter- 


changeable terms; and besides train- 
Ing your sons and daughters in the 
softer and milder 
virtues you must 


seek to give them those stern 
and 


hardy qualities which In after life they 
will surely need. 
Some children wiH 


go wrong In spite of the best train- 
Ing; 
and nome will, go rlsrlit even wlien 


their surroundings are most unfortu- 
nater nevertheless an .Immense n.vnormt 
depends upon the family training. If 
you mothers through weaEness bring 
up your sons to be 
aelflsh 
and to 


think only of themselves, you will be 
responsible for much sadness among 
the women who are to be their wives 
In the future. If you let your daugh- 


ters grow up Idle, perhaps under the 
mistaken impression that as you your- 
selves have had to work hard 
they 


shall know only enjoyment, you are 
preparing them to be useless to othera 
and burdens to themselves. Teach hoys 
and. girls alike that they are not lo 
look forward to lives spent in avoi'diru 
difficulties but to lives spent In over- 
coming difficulties. Teach them that 
work, for themselves and 
also 
fir 


others, is not a curse but a blessing; 
seek to make them happy, to make 
them enjoy life, but seek also to make 
them face life with the steadfast reso- 
lution to wrest success from labor and 
adversity, and to do their whole duty 
before God and to man. Surely she who 
can thus train her sons and her daugh- 
ters is thrice fortunate among women. 


MAN^ GOOD PEOPLE. 


"Ther eare many good / people who 


are denied the supreme 'blessing of 
children, and for these we have the re- 
spect and sympathy always 
due 
to 


those who, from no fault of their .own 
are denied any of the other 
great 


blessings of life; But the man or wo- 
man who. deliberately forgoes 
these 


blessings, whether from 
viciousness 


coiflness, shallow-heartedness, self-in- 
dulgence, or mere failure to appreciate 


, aright the difference between the all- 


important and the unimportant—why, 
such a creature merits contempt 
as 


hearty as any visited upon the soldier 
who runs away in battle, or upon th« 
man who refuses to work for the sup- 
port of those dependent upon him, and 
who though ablebodied is yet content 
to eat in Idleness 
the 
bread which 


others provide. 


MODERN LIFE. 


"The existence of women of this type 


forms one of the most unpleasant and 
unwholesome features of modern life. 
Tf any one is so dim of vision <LS to 
fail-to see what a thoroughly unlovely 
creature such a woman is I wish th-2y 
would read Judge Robert Grant's novel 
"Unleavened Bread," ponder seriously 
the character oi! Selma, and thiiiic of 
the fate that would surely overcome 
any nation whi:h developed its aver- 
age and typical woman 
along 
such 


lines. Unfortunately it would be un- 
true to say that this type exists oniv 
in American novels. That it also ex- 
ists in American life is made unpleas- 
antly evident by the statistics as to 
the dwindling families in some locali- 
ties. It is made evident in equally sin- 
ister fashion by the census statistics as 
to divorce, which are fairly appalling; 
for easy divorce is now as it ever nas 
been, a bane to any nation, a curse to 
society, a menace to the bonne, nn in- 
citement to marritci unhapjjir.esa 
and 


to immorality, an evil thing for men 
and a Still more 'lideous evil for wo- 
men. 
These unpleasant tendencies in 


our American life arc made evident by 
articles such as those which I actually 
read not long ago in i certain paper, 
where a clergyman was quoted, pee IT. - 
ingly with ••.pprnvj.!, as expres'ii'it-: the 
general American attitude when 
he 


said that the ambition of any save a 
rich man should be to rear two chiidren 
only, so as to give his chiUVen an op- 
portunity 'to taste a few of fie good 
things of life.' 


MO HAL TEACHSta. 


"This man, whose 
profession and 


calling should have made him a moral 
teacher, actually set before others the 
ideal, not of training children to do 
their duty, not of sending them forth 
with stout hearts and ready minds to 
win triumphs for themselves and their 
country, nbt of allowing them the op- 
portunity, and giving them the privi- 
lege of making their own place in the 
world, but, forsooth, of keeping the 
number of children so limited that they 
might 'taste a few good things!' The 
way to give a child a fair chance in 
life is not to bring it up in luxury, but 
to see that it has the kind of training 
that will give it strength of character. 
Even apart from the vital question of 
national life, and regarding only 
the 


individual 
interest 
of 
the 
children 


themselves, happiness in the true sense 
is a hundredfold more apt to come to 
any given member of a healthy family 
of 
healthy-minded 
children, 
well 


brought up, well educated, but taught 
that they must shift 
for themselves, 


must win their own way, and by tjjeir 
own exertions make their own posi- 
tions of usefulness, than it is apt to 
come to those whose parents 
them- 


selves have acted on and have trained 
their children to act on, the selfish and 
sordid theory that the whole'end of life 
s 'to taste a few good things.' 


TWO CHILDREN. 


"The intelligence of the remark is on 


a par with its morality, for the most 
rudimentary 
mental process would 


have shown the speaker that if the 
average family in which there 
are 


children contained but two children the 
nation as a whole would decrease in 
population so rapidly that in two or 
three generations it would very de- 
servely be on the point of extinction 
so that the, people who had acted on 
thif> base and selfish doctrine would .be 
giving place to others with braver and 
more robust ideals. Nor would such a 
result be in any way regrettable; for 
race that practiced such doctrine— 
that is, a rs^e that practiced race sui- 
cide—would thereby conclusively show 
that it was unfit to exist, and that It 
had better give place to people who had 
forgotten the primary laws of their be- 
ing. 


"To sum up, then, the whole matter 


is simple enough. If either a. race o 
an individual prefers the pleasures of 
mere effortless ease, of self-indulgence 
to the Infinitely deeper, the Infinitely 
higher pleasures that come to those 
who know the toil and the wearinesH 
but also the joy, of hard duty well 
done, why, that race or that individual 
must inevitably in the end pay the pen- 
alty of leading a life both yapid and 
ignoble. No man and no woman really 
worthy of the name, can care for the 
life spent solely or chiefly In the avoid- 
ance of risk and trouble- and labor 
Save in exceptional cases the prizes 
worth having in life must be paid for, 
and the life worth living mtwt be a life 
of work for a worthy end, and ordinar- 
ily of work more for others than for 
one's self. 


THE MOTHER. 


"The man is but a poor creature whose 


effort is not rather for the betterment 
of his wife and children than for him- 
self; aand as for the mother, her very 
name stands for loving unselfishness 
and self-abnegation and In any society 
.fit to exist, is fraught with associations 
which render It holy. 


"The woman's task is not easy—no 
task worth doing. Is easy—but in doing 
It. and when she has done It, there 
shall come to her the Highest and holi- 
est joy known to mankind; and having 
done it, she shall have 
the 
reward 


prophesied 'in Scripture; for her hus- 
band and her children, yes, ana:all peo- 
ple who realize that her work lies at 
the foundation of all national happi- 
ness and greatness, shall rise up and 
call her blessed."

The ca- 
pacity of the refrigerating department is 
sufficient for the storage, with all the re-- 
quirements of hygiene, of 1,000 beef car- 
casses, 1,-QO carcasses of sheep or goats 
and 500 carcasses of hogs, or 2,700 car- 
casses of all kinds.
